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there are faint lines reaching from the A. M. E. down upon the mandibles, sternum 
reddish brown on the sides, paler in the center; legs reddish, more yellow at tips, 
a few dark spots at the base of hairs, dorsum of abdomen reddish brown, often 
with a light median stripe enclosing a spear-mark at base, and a short light mark 
on each side near tip; venter yellowish with a broad median brown stripe, spinne- 
rets brown. The rf is darker than the O* Sometimes the legs are a little banded. 
Cephalothorax highest at eye-region, gradually sloping concavely untjj near the 
posterior end, where if suddenly curves down; legs spiny, abdomen widest in front, 
tapering to apex; the epigynum consists of a rounded finger, somewhat similar to 
0. dnerea but more slender. Male palpal organ black, the tarsus is more slender 
than in the other species, the tibia has on the inner side a short pointed projection 
similar to (9. salficns, the basal part of the palpal organ is more complicated than 
in that species.
